Our ability to obtain the approval of the government 
of the United Arab Republic to construct and operate a 
UoS. Government radio station in territory under its 
jurisdiction may depend upon our being able to offer that 
government reciprocal rights to establish a similar station 
at or near its embassy in Washington, D.Co 

Section 305 of the Communications Act of 1934, as 
amended 5 permits you lo authorize a foreign government to 
establish such radio facilities only if you determine that 
(1) such authorization is consistent with and in the interest 
of national security, and (2) the authorization is consistent 
with the national interest of the United States. Section 305, 
as amended, further conditions this authorization upon the 
providing of reciprocal privileges to the United States to 
construct and operate radio stations within the territories 
subject to the jurisdiction of such foreign government 

In view of the foregoing, I recommend you sign the 
enclosed memorandum containing the determinations required 
by Section 305, as amended, with respect to the United Arab 
Republic and directing me to exercise your authority in 
the implementation thereof.
